One hundred 
and thirty 
eight 
turkey.« in a few hour* time was 
the record loss of Roger Taylor of 
Sidney last Sat April 2B when his en 
tire young crop was lost from but­ 
termilk that nad been kept in a 
bucket. 
Mr. Taylor’s family had used the 
buttermilk at their noon meal and 
what they did not drink they put 
into a tin bucket to be fed to the 
turkeys. Almut 8 o’clock Mr. Taylor 
went out and put the milk out for 
feed with the result that in a few 
minutes after they had eaten it 
the turkeys began to die and every 
turkey that drank from the trough 
died in a few hours time. 
As far as we are able to deter­ 
mine this is the first case of milk 
poison in poultry recorded.
